will is, and by these presents We do grant unto the said Charles Abbot , that 
these Our Letters Patent, or the inrollment thereof, shall be in all things good, 
firm, valid, sufficient and effectual in the law to all intents and purposes what- 
soever to him the said Charles Abbot, against us Our heirs and successors as 
well in all Courts of us Our heirs and successors, as elsewhere wheresoever : 
Provided always, That these Our Letters Patent be enrolled in the Rolls of Our 
High Court of Chancery in Ireland, within the space of six months next ensuing 
the date of these presents. In Witness whereof We have caused these Our 
Letters to be made Patent : Witness Our aforesaid Lieutenant-General and 
General Governor of Ireland at Dublin, the twelfth day of June, in the forty- 
first year of Our reign.
